"Education." 

Mayor Lee asks: Do you deem it a higher brand of integrity to 
use the Gas company's earnings to "educate the public" than to pay div- 
idends to the widows and orphans holding stock in your cornpacy? 

Under the circumstances, wo certainly do. 

At various times, and especially during Mayor Lee's administration, 
there has been a campaign of misrepresentation and even villification of 
this company's affairs, objects and directors. 

This has been wholly gratuitous and has be«n actuated almost en- 
tirely by personal motives, although, as we have stated in previous 
Talks, it has had for a partial object the making of political capital — 
not for party purposes, but for the furtherance of the selfish ends of 
various members of this and previous administrations. 

Never, in its entire existence, has this company, as a corporation, 
taken the slightest part in politics and it does not intend to do so at 
this late day. 

The attacks that have been made upon it— ignorant though they 
were^ — have, as we have said before, injured its credit and, to an extent, 
retarded its development and, in consequence, the development of the 
city along public service lines.

There is not room 
here. 

One reason, however, is lhat we have a contract with tbe city which 
-'ill has about three years, more or less, to run.
